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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  QUEEN’S  UNIVERSITY 
ALUMNAE  ASSOCIATION 


I.  NAME. 

The  Association  shall  be  called  ‘^The  Queen’s  University  Alumnae 
Association.” 

II.  OBJECT. 

The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be: 

1.  To  serve  as  a  bond  of  union  among  the  alumnae  of  the  University. 

2.  To  initiate  and  promote  any  scheme  for  the  special  benefit  of  the  women 
students. 

3.  To  promote  the  general  interests  of  the  University. 

III.  MEMBERSHIP. 

Members  shall  be  known  as,  Honorary,  Associate  and  Active. 

1.  Honorary  membership  may  be  conferred  on  such  persons  as  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Association  are  entitled  to  such  distinction.  They  shall  be 
exempt  from  the  payment  of  fees,  but  shall  neither  vote  nor  hold  office. 

2.  Associate  members  shall  be  the  wives  of  the  professors  and  trustees 
of  the  University,  and  women  members  of  the  staff,  whose  names  appear  in 
the  calendar,  and  alumnae  of  two  years’  standing,  joining  after  May,  1917. 
They  shall  have  the  right  to  vote,  but  shall  not  be  eligible  for  office. 

3.  Active  members  shall  be  all  women  graduates  of  the  University  and 
all  alumnae  of  two  years’  standing,  who  have  joined  previous  to  May,  1917. 
They  shall  have  all  the  privileges  of  the  Association. 

IV.  FEES. 

1.  Associate  and  Active  members  shall  pay  an  annual  fee  of  one  dollar. 

2.  No  member  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  or  hold  office  whose  fees  are 
not  paid  up  to  date. 

V.  OFFICERS  AND  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  elected  annually  and  shall  be 
as  follows: 

(a)  President;  (b)  1st  Vice-President;  (c)  2nd  Vice-President;  (d)  3rd 
Vice-President;  (e)  Secretary;  (f)  Treasurer. 

These  officers,  together  with  eight  elected  Councillors,  the  immediate 
Past  President  and  the  Conveners  of  standing  committees,  shall  constitute 
the  Executive. 

2.  Five  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Executive,  and  members  who 
cannot  be  present  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  a  proxy. 

3.  The  nomination  and  election  of  officers  and  councillors  shall  take  place 
at  the  annual  meeting. 
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4.  Nomination  shall  be  by  Committee  of  three  appointed  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  and  by  open  nomination. 

5.  The  voting  shall  be  by  ballot. 

6.  Either  President  or  1st  Vice-President  must  be  a  resident  of  Kingston. 

7.  The  election  of  the  President  must  be  held  before  the  nomination  of 
the  other  officers. 

8.  The  Levana  Society  shall  elect  one  of  the  Councillors. 

VI.  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

There  shall  be  the  following  standing  committees; 

1.  Residence. 

2.  Representation  of  Women. 

3.  Household  Science. 

4.  Employment  for  Women  Students  During  Vacation. 

5.  Alumnae  News. 

Such  committees  and  an  assistant  Secretary  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Executive  Committee  at  its  first  regular  meeting  after  the  annual  meeting, 
to  serve  for  the  term  of  one  year. 

VII.  MEETINGS. 

1.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  annually  at 
Kingston. 

2.  Any  member  in  good  standing  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint,  in 
writing,  a  proxy,  if  not  able  to  attend  the  meeting. 

3.  In  case  of  emergency,  or  at  the  request  of  five  members,  the  President 
shall  instruct  the  Secretary  to  call  a  special  meeting. 

VIII.  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

1.  Minutes  of  previous  annual  meeting.

IX.  AMENDMENTS. 

1.  Alterations  or  additions  may  be  made  to  this  constitution  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  at  the  annual  meeting,  notice  of  the  proposed  changes  having  been 
given  with  the  announcement  of  the  annual  meeting. 
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Sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Queen’s  University  Alumnae 

Association 

The  sixth  annual  meeting  of  the  Queen’s  University  Alumnae  Association 
was  held  on  April  6th,  1917,  in  the  Carruthers  Building,  the  retu-ing  President, 
Mrs.  John  A.  Cooper,  of  Toronto,  in  the  chair.  The  business  of  the  year 
occupied  all  of  the  morning  session  and  part  of  the  afternoon,  until  four 
o’clock,  when  the  meeting  adjourned  to  Convocation  Hall  to  hear  the  address 
of  the  day.  Luncheon  was  served  as  usual  to  the  members  of  the  Association 
and  their  friends,  and  those  from  other  places  had  an  opportunity  of  meeting 
old  friends  and  former  class-mates  in  the  new  Levana  Room  on  the  top  floor 
of  the  Carruthers  Building.  The  attendance  this  year  was  not  as  large  as 
usual,  probably  owing  to  the  fact  that  there  were  no  reduced  rates  on  the  rail¬ 
roads,  but  keen  interest  was  taken  in  the  business,  the  discussions  being  as 
animated  as  ever. 

The  Treasurer’s  Report  showed  a  total  of  $34,120.44  for  the  Residence 
Fund,  $20,000.00  invested  in  City  of  Toronto  Debentures,  $14,000.00  in  Anglo- 
French  Bonds,  and  a  balance  of  $120.44  in  the  Bank  of  Montreal. 

The  Secretary’s  Report  for  1916-1917  showed  a  membership  of  202,  a 
slight  increase  over  last  year  in  spite  of  the  dollar  fee.  The  receipts  for  the 
year  were  $269.27,  and  the  expenditures  $137.63,  leaving  a  balance  on  hand 
of  $131.64.  The  largest  item  of  expense  was  the  printing  of  the  Alumnae 
News,  which  was  $69.00. 

The  report  of  the  Residence  Committee  was  much  the  same  as  last  year. 
Owing  to  the  war,  it  had  been  impossible  to  make  an  appeal  for  funds  for  the 
new  Residence.  A  gift  of  $10,000.00  from  the  Chancellor,  Dr.  Douglas,  had 
been  received  just  after  the  last  annual  meeting,  and  very  much  appreciated. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Residence  cannot  be  built  until  after  the  war,  a 
resolution  was  passed  that  the  Executive  and  the  Residence  Committee  make 
inquiries  about  additional  temporary  residence  accommodation  for  women 
students  next  year. 

Miss  F.  O’Donnell,  of  Kingston,  Convener  of  the  Committee  on  the  Rep- 
sentation  of  Women,  reported  that  the  committee  had  sent  out  a  thousand 
circulars  in  connection  with  the  re-election  of  Mrs.  John  McGillivray,  of 
Kingston,  to  the  University  Council.  The  returns  of  the  election  were  not 
then  in,  but  since  the  meeting  Mrs.  McGillivray  has  been  successfully  elected. 
The  committee  recommended  that  next  year  the  Alumnae  Association  have 
a  candidate  for  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Miss  W.  Gordon,  of  Kingston,  Convener  of  the  Committee  on  Household 
Science,  read  the  report  of  that  committee.  Household  Science  at  Queen’s, 
the  Committee  thought,  was  a  thing  of  the  future,  and  although  it  was  de¬ 
sirable  that  a  separate  Faculty  in  Household  Science  should  be  established, 
this  could  probably  come  only  after  the  more  immediate  needs  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  had  been  provided,  such  as  the  Library,  the  Residence,  a  separate  building 
for  the  Faculty  of  Education,  and  possibly  a  Men’s  Union.  In  the  meantime. 
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the  report  recommended  that  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  war,  the  University 
should  consider  instituting  a  summer  session,  coincident  with  the  Summer 
School,  open  to  graduates  and  under  graduates,  and  offering  general  or  non¬ 
professional  courses  along  the  lines  suggested  in  the  report. 

The  report  of  the  committee  appointed  to  revise  the  Constitution  was 
carefully  considered,  clause  by  clause,  and  many  important  changes  were  made. 
The  constitution  as  amended  will  be  found  on  pages  3  and  4  of  the  “Alumnae 
News.” 

A  resolution  that  the  Alumnae  Association  affiliate  with  the  National 
Council  of  Women  was  unanimously  passed. 

The  sum  of  S25.00  was  granted  to  the  Red  Cross  Society,  and  Life 
Membership  conferred  upon  Mrs.  H.  A.  Lavell,  of  Kingston. 

The  reports  of  the  Branch  Alumnae  Associations  were  very  interesting, 
Ottawa  and  Toronto  having  generously  contributed  supplies  for  No.  7 
(Queen’s)  General  Hospital  in  France.  The  Kingston  Branch  had  not  worked 
as  a  unit  for  the  Red  Cross,  but  had  made  an  effort  to  interest  the  final  year 
girls  at  the  University  in  the  Alumnae  Association.  The  usual  tea  after 
Convocation  has  also  been  held  and  the  sum  of  $53.50  realized  for  the  Resi¬ 
dence  Fund. 

At  four  o’clock.  Miss  Winnifred  Wiseman,  of  the  North  American  Life 
Insurance  Company,  Toronto,  late  of  the  Imperial  Munitions  Board,  addressed 
the  Alumnae  and  others  interested,  in  Convocation  Hall,  on  “Women’s 
Responsibilites  and  Opportunities  at  the  Present  Time.”  Miss  Wiseman 
told  of  the  important  work  women  were  doing  in  munition  factories  in  Canada, 
and  how  efficiently  they  were  filling  the  places  of  men.  Another  large  field 
open  to  Canadian  women  was  in  assisting  in  {he  greater  production  of  food. 
Women  could  work  their  gardens,  raise  poultry,  or  do  actual  work  on  farms* 
Miss  Wiseman  emphasized  the  importance  of  the  little  things  in  life.  It  was 
the  home  duties  and  the  every-day  routine  that  fitted  one  for  the  larger 
responsibihties.  Never  before  had  women  had  such  tremendous  opportunities 
or  such  equally  great  responsibilities.  The  speaker  referred  particularly  to 
the  responsibility  which  has  been  laid  upon  Ontario  women  by  the  granting 
of  equal  suffrage. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  Miss  Wiseman  was  moved  by  Miss  Muir  of  Ottawa, 
seconded  by  Miss  Mowat  of  Kingston,  and  carried  amid  hearty  applause. 
The  meeting  then  closed  with  the  singing  of  the  National  Anthem.

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Meeting  of  the  University  Council 

At  a  meeting  of  the  University  Council  held  April  24th,  1917.  Mrs. 
Lavell  gave  an  excellent  report  of  the  Alumnae  Association,  dealing  with  the 
work  done  during  the  past  year,  and  the  plan  (since  being  carried  out)  of 
renting  and  furnishing  the  Avonmore  to  be  used  as  a  temporary  Residence. 
Embodied  also  in  her  report  was  a  recommendation  to  the  Trustees,  that  when 
it  was  deemed  advisable  to  build  the  proposed  new  Residence  for  Women 
the  Alumnae  should  have  the  control  of  the  plans,  etc.,  and  when  completed 
should  retain  a  voice  in  its  management. 

The  report  was  adopted  and  the  recommendation  sent  on  to  the  Trustees 
where  we  understand  it  was  favourably  received. 


Extracts  from  the  Valedictory,  ’17  to  Levana 

Four  of  the  most  wonderful  years  of  our  lives  are  closing  fast  upon  us. 
In  those  years  many  things  have  come  to  mean  much  to  us,  but  highest  and 
strongest  in  our  soul  of  souls  two  forces  have  entered.  Queen’s  in  general  and 
Levana  in  particular. 

Levana  has  been  to  us  the  voice  which  first  called  us  into  our  great  heritage 
of  the  kingdom  of  the  women  of  Queen’s.  But  because  we  are  women  of 
Queen’s  we  are  women  of  the  great  world  of  womanhood.  Queen’s  has  not 
had,  must  never  have,  a  sorority,  because  this  world  sorority  is  her  proud 
claim.  She  needs  no  stimulus  of  a  secret  sisterhood,  with  mystic  symbols, 
lighting  the  path  to  high  ideals.  Her  symbol  shall  be  the  golden  gleam  of 
the  crest  of  Queen’s.  It  shall  not  be  Levana’s  pride  to  have  a  sign  of  hidden 
meaning;  rather  shall  it  be  her  boast  that  her  ideals  lie  open  to  all,  and  her 
efforts  shall  be  greater  because  not  her  own  society  but  all  mankind  shall 
measure  her  attainments  with  her  hopes. 

To-day  the  sinking  sun  casts  lengthening  shadows  before  us,  as  we  toil 
up  the  winding  hill  that  leads  away  from  Levana  and  the  land  that  we  have 
loved.  Gladly  would  we  rest  there  on  the  lonely  slope,  could  we  but  stay 
within  the  kingdom  of  our  strengthening  youth.  But  beyond  the  crest  there 
lies  a  world  to  do,  and  a  world  in  which  to  do  it.  And  upward  we  swing  to¬ 
gether  to  the  heights.  Again  we  turn  toward  all  that  will  be  ours  no  more, 
the  ringing  field,  the  humming  crowd,  the  laughter  and  the  fine  spirit  which 
our  souls  have  known.  And  at  this  moment  a  new  kinship  suddenly  is  ours. 
For  we  have  realized,  in  our  so  much  smaller,  feebler  wrench,  what  the  war¬ 
riors  of  our  year  suffered,  as  they  laid  aside,  perhaps  forever,  what  had  been 
dear  to  them  as  to  us.  And  in  all  the  sorrow  of  the  present  age  there  is  this 
great  gift  to  the  women  of  to-day,  the  strengthening  and  completing  of  our 
lives  by  sacrifice  and  service. 

This  shall  remain  with  us,  this  and  the  spirit  of  Queen’s,  and  the  all 
understanding  friends,  by  whom  life  came  to  mean  so  much  more  in  ideal  and 
attainment.  The  darkness  shall  be  feeling,  and  the  firelight  fraught  with

dreams,  because  in  them  the  soul  seeks  something  of  its  own,  seeks  and  finds 
that  mystic,  indefinable,  haunting  something  that  here  was  satisfied  in  the 
soul  of  a  friend. 

All  else  shall  pass,  the  pride  of  a  first  division,  the  exultation  of  the  hockey 
championship,  the  incidental  humour  of  professors  and  classes.  And  ’17  has 
passed. 

To  T8  we  give  the  torch  that  we  have  borne  so  unworthily.  T9  we  greet 
as  “square”  opponents  and  sterling  “sports.”  ’20,  with  the  bright  marks 
on  your  brows,  we  call  you  into  the  kingdom  of  which  you  are  worthy.  And 
to  Levana  ’17  gives  its  high  “Hail  and  Farwell.”

Some  Aspects  of  Student  Life  at  Queen’s  in  War  Time. 

What  a  strange  place  it  is  in  these  advanced  days  of  the  war,  our  “good 
old  Queen’s!”  What  a  dearth  of  men  about  the  halls  and  grounds!  Many  are 
the  evidences  of  war;  men  in  khaki  billeted  in  several  of  the  science  buildings; 
ammunition  wagons  on  the  old  clay  tennis  courts;  a  busy  Red  Cross  hive  of 
workers  at  all  hours  of  the  day  in  the  old  Medical  building.  Strangest  of  all — 
Grant  Hall,  the  centre  of  so  many  happy  memories  of  undergraduate  days, 

.  and  the  Arts  building,  of  equally  happy  if  less  frivolous  memory,  have  been 
transformed  almost  beyond  recognition.  Those  stately  pillars  are  now  sheath¬ 
ed  in  white  beaver-board,  as  are  also  the  walls.  The  galleries  are  levelled  and 
the  floors  continued  part  way  over  the  centre  of  the  haU,  and  edged  with  a 
parapet  of  the  white  beaver-board.  All  the  stained  glass  in  the  windows  has 
been  replaced  by  ordinary  glass.  A  labyrinth  of  bathrooms  and  linen  cup¬ 
boards  fills  the  corridor  outside  the  Hall,  and  barricades  the  main  entrance. 

A  strange  transformation!  And  scarcely  less  strange  are  the  old  Arts  Reading 
Room  and  the  basement  corridor.  The  Reading  Room  is  now  subdivided 
into  several  offices,  a  sitting  room  and  a  mysterious  dark  room,  with  the  hall¬ 
way  continued  through  the  middle  of  the  former  room,  and  a  new  door  opening 
towards  University  Avenue.  The  Eastern  end  of  the  old  corridor  now  con¬ 
tinues  through  a  narrow  passage  into  a  strangely  new  an  unacademic  structure. 
This  is  a  building  one  storey  high,  rough  cast,  which  is  to  constitute  a  kitchen 
and  dinning  rooms  for  the  transformed  institution.  It  is  surely  unnecessary 
to  explain  that  the  old  place  once  so  familiar  and  always  so  dear,  has  now  bios-  ' 
somed  into  a  fully  equipped  modern  military  hospital,  which  is  to  open  about 
the  first  of  June.  Beds  have  taken  the  place  of  benches  in  the  old  class-rooms, 
and  Grant  Hall  is  providing  two  large  bright  wards.  The  work  of  transform¬ 
ation  has  taken  over  four  months,  but  before  long  now  the  building  will  be 
ready  to  accommodate  four  hundred  and  fifty  or  more  patients,  most  of  them 
bed  cases  in  all  probability.  Then  indeed  the  war  will  come  nearer  to  Queen’s 
than  ever  before — within  her  very  walls. 
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After  the  new  year,  being  deprived  of  their  old  quarters,  the  Arts  Classes 
were  obliged  to  seek  shelter  elsewhere.  Bulletins  posted  in  the  Christmas 
holidays  outhned  the  new  fields  of  action.  Carruthers’  Hall  offered  its  hos¬ 
pitality  to  the  Latin,  French  and  Philosophy  departments,  granting  to  Levana 
an  exalted  place  in  the  attic.  Greek  and  German  found  a  new  home  in  Flem¬ 
ing  Hall,  the  rest  of  the  departments,  in  Ontario  Hall.  The  readjustment  of 
lectures  took  a  surpisingly  short  time,  and  college  life  was  soon  running  as 
smoothly  as  ever,  barring  a  little  congestion  between  classes  in  the  diminutive 
corridors  of  Carruthers’  Hall. 

The  new  hospital  and  the  changes  it  involved  are  the  first  things  to  impress 
a  member  of  a  previous  undergraduate  generation.  But  these  are  by  no  means 
the  only  signs  of  the  times.  The  women  of  Ontario  are  very  elated  over  their 
success  in  achieving  the  franchise  this  year.  But  the  women  of  Queen’s  have 
far  outstripped  them.  Woman  suffrage  is  an  almost  prehistoric  story  at 
Queen’s.  But  last  fall  two  women  were  elected  to  seats  on  the  A.  M.  S.  Exec” 
utive  and  a  woman  has  been  appointed  editor-in-  chief  of  the  Journal  for 
next  year. 

The  busy  life  at  the  college  leaves  little  time  for  organized  Red  Cross 
Work,  but  a  good  deal  of  individual  work  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  knitting 
socks  and  sending  parcels  to  the  men  in  France.  In  October,  the  Levana 
Society  prepared  and  sent  off  Christmas  stockings  full  of  comforts  to  the  men 
of  the  Queen’s  Battery.  A  very  considerable  War-fund  was  raised  by  sub¬ 
scriptions  during  the  year,  for  various  war  schemes,  from  the  staff  and  students. 
A  number  of  the  girls  are  planning  to  do  some  kind  of  war  work  this  summer, 
some  are  to  gather  fruit  in  the  Niagara  district,  others  to  work  as  volunteers 
in  military  hospitals,  a  few  are  returning  to  their  homes  to  take  a  man’s  place 
on  the  farm. 

Within  the  last  few  years  sport  among  the  girls  has  been  making  great 
forward  strides.  A  few  years  ago  there  was  usually  a  tennis  tournament, 
weather  permitting,  and  a  few  spasmodic  attempts  to  organize  some  games  of 
basket-ball.  During  the  past  winter  the  girls  instituted  and  carried  out  with 
some  measure  of  success,  a  campaign  for  the  granting  of  letters  to  girls  who 
played  on  tennis,  basket-ball,  ground  hockey  or  ice-hockey  teams.  This 
campaign,  of  course,  implied  a  series  of  inter-year  games  in  the  last  three 
sports,  in  addition  ^to  the  usual  tennis  tournament.  For  the  introduction 
and  development  of  ground  hockey.  Miss  Gordon  is  altogether  responsible. 
It  is  a  very  rare  game  in  Canada  and  an  unknown  mystery  to  most  of  the  girls. 
But  the  untiring  energy  of  their  enthusiastic  coach  soon  initiated  many  of 
the  girls  into  the  mysteries  of  this  English  game.  Long  may  it  and  all  other 
sports  flourish  at  Queen’s! 

In  these  stirring  days  of  change  we  trust  that  the  best  of  the  old  qualities 
of  Queen’s  will  not  be  lost  but  rather  be  broadened  and  deepened.  There  are 
many  things  in  the  old  life  of  our  Alma  Mater,  well  worth  handing  down  to 
future  generations  of  students.  Many  of  our  best  graduates  and  under¬ 
graduates,  have  given  their  lives  in  the  great  cause  in  France,  and  bequeathed 
to  us  a  splendid  heritage  to  cherish  at  Queen’s  and  in  the  world  at  large.

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THE  MAPLE  LEAF  CLUBS 


We  hear  much  these  days  about  the  different  aspects  of  a  soldier’s  life, 
quite  apart  from  actual  warfare — the  Red  Cross,  Hospitals,  Canteens,  Field 
Comforts,  Recreation  Huts,  etc.,  but  a  few  who  have  not  been  in  England 
have  thought  of  the  great  need  for  Clubs  for  our  Canadian  boys  on  “leave” 
in  London — and  all  who  have  not  friends  to  visit  seem  to  come  to  London. 

A  private,  when  he  comes  on  leave,  is  not  allowed  in  a  respectable  hotel 
or  boarding  house  until  he  has  got  thoroughly  cleaned,  and  quite  apart  from 
that,  very  few  wish  to  go  to  a  hotel,  and  respectable  boarding  houses  are  not 
always  easy  to  find  when  one  is  a  stranger.  Probably  London  is  not  much 
worse  than  many  other  places,  but  the  temptations  in  the  streets  of  the  great 
city  are  countless,  and  a  lonely  private  with  just  ten  days’  holiday  after  months 
of  weary  monotonous  trench  warfare  is  often  rather  an  easy  victim. 

This  was  soon  realized  by  some  thoughtful  people,  and  Lady  Drummond, 
who  was  one  of  the  first  to  see  the  need,  set  about  obtaining  a  residential  club 
for  the  Canadians  on  leave.  A  strong  committee  was  formed,  the  Honourable 
Mrs.  Greville  kindly  offered  her  house  at  11  Charles  St.,  Berkley  Square,  and 
this  was  called  by  special  wish  of  T.R.H.  “the  King  George  and  Queen  Mary 
Maple  Leaf  Club.”  It  was  the  first  of  its  kind  and  proved  so  popular  that  it 
was  found  necessary  to  open  another  at  Connaught  Place.  Later  this  was 
very  much  enlarged,  and  in  the  Autumn  of  1916  two  more  clubs  were  opened 
by  jyh?l.H.  the  Duke  of  Connaught,  one  at  Grosvenor  Gardens,  and  one  at 
31  Elizabeth  Street.  They  are  all  called  “the  King  George  and  Queen  Mary 
Maple  Leaf  Clubs,  ”  and  all  do  the  same  work. 

When  the  “leave”  train  reaches  Victoria  Station,  a  committee  is  there  to 
receive  the  men  and  take  all  who  wish  to  go  to  the  clubs  to  their  destination. 
Here  they  are  at  once  given  hot  baths,  a  complete  change  of  clothing,  and  a 
good  hot  meal.  Their  equipment  is  kept  for  them,  and  they  are  given  tickets 
for  beds  and  meals  at  a  minimum  rate  of  one  shilling  for  bed,  eightpence  for 
breakfast,  and  one  shilling  and  twopence  for  dinner  .  Luncheon  is  not  served 
as  the  men  are  usually  scattered  about  town  at  that  hour.  The  cast-off 
clothing  is  sent  to  a  fumigator,  then  to  a  laundry,  and  on  its  return  is  carefully 
mended  and  put  away  for  the  next  lot  of  men. 

The  Clubs  themselves  are  very  comfortable,  with  airy  dinning  rooms, 
many  large  dormitories,  containing  about  eight  hundred  beds  in  all,  an  excel¬ 
lent  recreation  room  with  billiards,  piano,  victrola,  easy  chairs,  papers,  games, 
etc.  In  times  of  leave,  either  from  the  trenches  or  from  the  camps,  they  are 
very  popular,  for  the  men  are  made  to  feel  at  home  and  need  never  be  lonesome. 

At  each  Club  there  is  a  resident  staff  of  voluntary  workers,  a  number  of 
orderlies,  and  a  resident  officer. 
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The  Clubs  at  Grosvenor  Gardens  and  at  Elizabeth  St.  are  equipped  by 
the  Ontario  Government,  the  Daughters  of  the  Empire  helped  furnish  the 
others,  and  the  expenses  of  all  are  met  largely  by  private  subscriptions  from 
people  who  realize  the  need  for  such  organizations.  Many  letters  received 
from  the  men  and  from  their  mothers,  as  well  as  the  spoken  thanks  of  hundreds, 
bear  testimony  to  the  need  filled  in  the  life  of  the  Canadian  soldier  in  London.

Notes  on  the  Work  of  the  Queen’s  Hospital, 

Readers  of  the  Alumnae  News  may  not  all  be  aware  that  No.  7  Canadian 
General  Hospital  (Queen’s),  was  moved  from  Cairo  to  Le  Treport,  France, 
in  May,  1916,  where  it  was  joined  by  the  reinforcements  sent  from  Kingston 
in  February.  .  Late  in  November  it  was  moved  to  Etaples. 

The  work  has  increased  astonishingly.  In  July  there  were  at  one  time 
1,038  patients  in  hospital,  and  700  were  admitted  within  twenty-four  hours. 
These  were  record  numbers.  During  April,  1917,  there  were  7,638  patients 
admitted,  and  in  May  over  2,900  cases  were  in  hospital  at  one  time,  and  five 
operating-tables  were  in  use  at  once.  One  item  may  help  especially  to  make 
house-keepers  realize  the  amount  of  work  done;  in  one  week  23,000  pieces 
were  sent  to  the  laundry.  More  supplies  than  ever  are  needed  for  this  ever¬ 
growing  Hospital,  and  shipments  are  sent  frequently;  up  to  date  over  1,700 
boxes  have  gone.  A  very  large  room  in  the  old  Medical  Building,  the  first 
Convocation  Hall  of  the  University,  is  used  as  headquarters  by  the  Kingston 
Red  Cross  Society,  which  gives  practically  all  its  work  and  contributions  to 
the  Queen’s  Hospital,  and  forwards  supplies  sent  in  from  outside  Kingston 
by  Alumnae  Associations  and  many  Church  and  patriotic  organizations. 

At  Le  Treport  the  Hospital  was  undnr  canvas,  and  by  November  the 
weather  was  very  cold.  But  it  is  now  comfortably  quartered  in  huts,  and 
there  is  also  a  recreation  hut  for  the  men,  furnished  with  games  and  books 
and  probably  by  this  time  with  a  cinema. 

For  two  years  Christmas  stockings  have  been  sent  to  the  Hospital, 
paid  for,  not  out  of  the  regular  funds,  but  from  special  contributions  collected 
by  the  indefatigable  efforts  of  Miss  Redden  and  Miss  Kidd.  Alumnae  in 
Toronto  and  Ottawa  and  elsewhere  contributed  as  societies  and  as  individuals, 
and  in  Beaumaris,  IMuskoka,  Mrs.  Hutton  Kennedy,  collected  nearly  $400 
from  American  summer  visitors,  who  also  made  600  of  the  stockings.  In 
the  autumn  a  number  of  Kingston  women  worked  day  after  day,  filling  the 
stockings  with  presents.  ^Almost  1,500  were  sent,  so  that  there  were  enough 
for  officers,  nurses,  men  and  patients. 

Helen  Drummond,  of  the  Class  of  1910,  who  went  overseas  with  the 
Reinforcements  in  1916,  was  to  have  written  a  letter  about  her  work  for 
this  number  of  the  News.  Owing,  however,  to  the  large  number  of  cases 
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after  the  battle  of  Vimy  Ridge,  and  to  the  delay  in  the  arrival  of  mails,  it 
has  not  come  in  time  for  publication.  The  following  extracts  from  some  of 
her  letters,  printed  by  permission,  suggest  something  of  the  interesting  and 
varied  nature  of  the  work,  and  show'  that  the  Hospital  supplies  and  the 
soldiers’  comforts  sent  from  Canada  are  thoroughly  appreciated. 

‘'Every  night  after  dinner,  w'e  anxiously  watch  for  the  batman  w'ho 

brings  the  mail . Then  the  scramble  starts,  and  the  one  who  can 

grab  the  bundle  first  reads  out  the  names  aloud,  after  which  we  all  retire  to 
our  respective  tents,  armed  wdth  a  batch,  or  else  in  the  depths  of  despair.” 

“I  wdsh  you  could  have  seen  the  pleasure  that  those  little  comfort  bags 
you  sent  out  gave.  The  boys  w'ere  just  like  children  the  day  that  I  brought 
them  to  them — each  one  opening  and  laughing  over  the  letters  and  post 
cards  that  w'ere  sent.  One  of  my  boys  received  such  a  nice  note;  I  read  it 
to  him  as  he  had  bad  arms  and  couldn’t  hold  it  up  very  well,  and  he  enjoyed 
it  so  much.  The  tooth  brushes  and  the  chocolate,  too,  w'ere  much  appreciated. 
You  see,  w'hen  the  boys  arrive  from  the  lines  they  rarely  have  any  kit  at  all, 
and  so  you  can  see  how  much  they  value  the  little  bags,  wdth  all  these  small 
comforts  in  them.” 

“We  live  by  toots  here;  there  being  four  hospitals  and  each  one  having 
its  owm  bugler,  you  can  see  how  the  air  is  rent,  starting  wdth  ‘reveille’  at 
5.30  a.m.,  and  ending  wdth  a  long-drawm-out  ‘Last  Post’  at  9  i3.m.” 

“Everything  from  Kingston  is  just  fine  that  you  send  out,  and  we  ap¬ 
preciate  verj^  fully  all  the  time  and  trouble  that  is  taken  for  us.” 

“You  would  enjoy  seeing  all  the  boys  in  m.y  ward — Australians,  Cana¬ 
dians,  Scottish,  English,  Welsh,  and  New^  Zealanders — all  in  neighbouring 
beds,  all  argumentative  if  they’re  feeling  well  again,  but  all  pleasant,  patient 
fellow's,  seldom  complaining  and  ahvays  grateful  for  even  the  sm.allest  service. 
You  would  laugh  at  the  theological  discussions  that  resound  from  bed  to  bed, 

as  they  lean  up  on  their  elbow's  and  glare  fiercely  at  each  other . 

They  are  all  such  splendid  types  of  men  that  it  is  a  pleasure  to  know  them.” 

“We  are  very  comfortably  settled  in  huts,  and  have  a  charming  mess, 
quite  homelike.  I  w'ish  you  could  see  our  pretty  rooms;  my  room-mate 
and  I  have  what  w'e  consider  quite  the  best  and  most  imposing;  it  is  stained 
half  way  up,  and  had  a  broad  bookshelf,  a  carpet  and  two  chairs,  a  low  table 
and  a  big  lamp.” 

“I  am  on  night  duty  with  one  hundred  and  tw'enty  patients,  many 

dying,  convoys  coming  in  every  night  with  fresh  wounded.; . I  go 

straight  to  bed  on  coming  off  duty.” 

“Santa  Claus  himself  arrived  on  Christmas  Eve,  and  came  flying  from 
room  to  room.”  (A  Santa  Claus  outfit  was  sent  w'ith  the  Christmas  stock¬ 
ings).  “The  stockings  for  the  boys  were — well,  I  just  can’t  say  how  beautiful

they  were,  and  how  much  everything  was  appreciated.  I  came  on  the  ward 
on  Christmas  morning,  and  never  did  I  see  such  a  place;  everybody  was 
sitting  up  in  bed  untying  stockings,  everybody  was  shouting  “Merry 
Christmas”  to  everybody  else.  I  went  around  from  bed  to  bed,  and  never 
saw  boys  so  pleased.  Some  of  them  were  a  little  afraid  that  perhaps  the 
Canadians  at  home  would  want  their  presents  to  go  to  their  own  boys,  not 
to  Tommies,  but  I  said  I  knew  that  they  were  made  for  whoever  was  in  the 
Hospital.  I  never  saw  anyone  so  happy  as  an  old  man,  tied  up  with  rheuma¬ 
tism,  just  down  from  the  trenches,  who  could  hardly  untie  his  packages; 
he  said  he’d  never  had  a  stocking  before,  and  simply  wouldn’t  believe  that 
it  was  meant  for  him.  I  don’t  think  we  ever  could  thank  you  enough  for 
everything,  when  I  think  of  the  care  and  trouble  that  you  have  gone  to  in 
getting  the  stockings  ready,  but  they  were  appreciated,  they  just  made 
Christmas  Day  for  the  boys.”

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IN  MEMORIAM. 

Mrs.  Ross.  (Mabel  Parker,  B.A.,  1895.) 

The  alumnae  of  twenty  years  ago  and  more,  will  feel  the  death  of  Mrs. 
Arthur  Ross  as  a  personal  loss.  For  in  those  days,  when  women  students 
were  few  and  formed  one  intimate  group,  Mabel  Parker  was  a  general  favourite. 
Although  modest  and  self-effacing  to  a  fault,  she  took  part  in  the  various 
sides  of  college  life,  with  an  unusual  power  of  “getting  up”  her  work  which 
took  away  the  terror  from  examinations. 

After  leaving  college  she  taught  for  some  time,  first  at  her  home  in  Stir¬ 
ling,  then  in  Hawkesbury.  When  Dr.  Arthur  Ross,  whom  she  had  met  at 
college,  came  back  from  South  Africa,  they  were  married,  and  she  went  to 
live  in  Kingston.  There,  although  her  habit  of  self-effacement  never  left  her, 
she  took  part  in  the  work  of  various  organizations,  such  as  the  Women’s 
Canadian  Club,  and  was  an  energetic  and  efficient  member,  in  spite  of  being 
subject  to  severe  and  prostrating  head-aches.  But  her  life  was  peculiarly 
centred  in  her  husband  and  her  small  boy,' and  when  Dr.  Ross  went  overseas 
with  the  First  Contingent,  the  loneliness  and  the  constant  nervous  strain  were 
too  much  for  her  health,  which  never  seemed  robust.  In  1916,  she  broke 
down ;  even  a  trip  to  England  to  see  her  husband  on  leave  failed  to  restore  her 
health,  and  she  died  in  the  autumn. 

All  her  friends  will  miss  her  keen  interest  and  ready  sympathy;  to  her 
husband  and  little  son  the  loss  cannot  be  reckoned  in  any  words. 


Mrs.  Dewar.  (Miss  Agnes  Allen.) 

It  is  with  the  deepest  regret  that  we  have  learned  of  the  death,  on  May  1, 
1917,  of  Mrs.  John  Graham  Dewar,  of  Reist,  Alberta,  better  known  to  us  as 
Agnes  Allan,  Arts  ’ll,  the  only  child  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harry  Allan,  of  Ottawa. 
After  graduating  from  Queen’s,  Miss  Allan  spent  a  year  or  two  in  the  Govern¬ 
ment  Service,  and  about  six  months  in  teaching,  prior  to  her  marriage  in  March, 
1915.  After  her  marriage  she  still  found  time  to  assist  in  the  educational 
work  of  the  district,  holding,  up  to  the  time  of  her  death,  the  position  of  Sec¬ 
retary-Treasurer  of  the  school  district  in  which  she  lived.  As  the  Rev.  O.  R. 
Lavers,  of  Youngstown,  also  a  Queen’s  graduate,  said  in  his  address  at  her 
funeral,  “she  was  ever  ready  to  give  unstinted  service  from  her  resources  of 
a  more  than  common  culture  and  a  splendid  musical  and  literary  talent.” 
A  particularly  sad  thing  about  Mrs.  Dewar’s  death  is  that  she  left  two  little 
children,  Margaret,  aged  only  sixteen  months,  and  an  infant  son  but  ten  days 
old.  The  deepest  sympathy  is  felt  by  the  alumnae  for  her  bereaved  husband 
and  parents.

A  long  straight  road,  with  the  dust  blowing  in  our  eyes, 
troops  by  the  tteotisands  tramping  by,  in  the  distance,  long  ridges 
of  sand  silhouetted  against  a  blue  sky  and  before  us  a  cluster  of 
low  huts  of  most  unpretentious  appearance,---  This  is  Wo«7  General 
Hv>spital,  the  biggest  and  busiest  Hjspital  in  France,  at  least  so 
it  seems  to  us  who  v/ork  there.  7/e  are  not  alone,  for  on  either  side 
are  the  large  Imperial  Hospitals,  v/hile  a  hundred  yards  or  so  down 
the  sandy  road  stands  Wo.l  Canadian  General,  which  has  been  here 
since  the  first  y^ar  of  the  war. 

To  an  outsider,  who  has  but  the  vaguest  idea  of  Active  Service 
the  group  of  low  huts,  with  its  background  of  white  marquees, 
conveys  but  very  little  Idea  of  what  a  Hospital  which  has  an  aecom- 
mod/ation  of  over  two  thousand,  really  is,  but  could  they  see  the 
Inside  --  the  long  rov/s  of  beds  each  with  its  patient  occupant, -- 
the  clean  7/ooden  floors,  the  centre  table  piled  with  dressings  and 
surgical  supplies  of  every  sort, -then  they  would  understand  that 
outward  appearance  stands  for  very  little  on  Active  Service. 

Facing  the  rood,  stand  the  "acute  Surgical"  huts;  commun¬ 
icating  with  them  are  the  two  operating  theatres,  the  X-Ray  depart¬ 
ment  and  the  Dental  department,-  Behind  are  row  after  row  of  weeds 
and  in  the  centre  are  the  Administration  Builc'ing,  the  Quarter¬ 
master’s  stores  and  the  cookhouse.  Behind  them  again  are  more  wards 
while  at  the  extreme  back  are  the  great  marquees  for  the  walking 
patients,  accommodating  eighty  each.

Side  by  side,  in  the  long  ward  they  lie,  the  patient  British 
Tommy,  they!  lean,  long  Australian,  the  merry  Canad.ian  -  all  good 
friends,  all  indulging  in  v;ordy  discussions  as  to  how  they  would 
hove  arranged  the  last  "push”,  all  eager  to  get  over  to  Blighty,  and 
one  and  all  with  a  pleasant  smile  as  you  pass  down  the  ward.  It  is 
amusing  to  hear  the  disputes  betv/een  the  Tommies  and  the  Canadians 
as  to  the  merits  of  their  restiective  countries,  but  what  is  even' 
funnier,  are  the  heated  arguments  between  perhaps  a  long  lanky 
Black  Watch  Highlander,  brought  up  as  a  orthodox  Presbyterian,  and 
a  little  Toi.-jny  from  the  Liidlands,  \7ho  has  had  the  tenets  of  the 
Prayer  Book  drilled  into  him  by  the  Village  Curate 

"A  dinna  hold  wi’  you  Episcopalians",  remarked  a  lantern-jawed 
Scot  one  day. 

"Hov/’s  that,  Jock?"  enquired  the  C,of  IS,  adherent  with  interest* 
"Because  ther*s  too  much  kneelin";  a  body  in  a  kilt  has  his  knees 
to  conseeder",  answered  Jock  with  some  asperity. 


They  are+'^ery  particular,  too,  about  their  rank,  "Good  morn¬ 
ing  Jones"-  this  a  very  small  person,  swathed  in  bandages  -  "liy,  but 
you*re  such  a  little  chap",  "A’m  no  so  v/ee,  when  a*ve  me  cap  on", 
returned  a  slightly  indignant  voice  from  beneath  a  layer  of  cotton 
wool,  "A’m  a  corporal  too".
